MEMORANDUM FOR: All Employees 


1. The President by Executive Order 11905, dated 

18 February 1976, has established an Intelligence Oversight 
Board. The Oversight Board, composed of three members 
appointed by the President from outside the Government, 
receives and considers reports from Inspectors General and 
General Counsels of the Intelligence Community concerning 
activities that raise questions of legality or propriety. 

The Oversight Board also reviews periodically the practices, 
procedures, and internal guidelines of the Inspectors 
General and General Counsels that are designed to discover 
and report activities that raise such questions. 

2. As Director of Central Intelligence, I also will be 
reporting periodically to the Intelligence Oversight Board 
on any activities of the Agency that raise questions of 
legality and propriety. 

3. I ask every Agency employee to cooperate fully with 
the Intelligence Oversight Board.
